All the p.u kinghwuses are 
surrounded by striker.s, most of whom 
are armed, and all persons desiring to 
enter the olants must satisfy the guards 
of strikers, who are located every 10 
yards. The trade in revolvers has Ix en 
rushing hero for the I&st week. Bur- 
mits hare 'been issued to many of the 
men to carry guns, and eaoh day the 
situation grows more mrions. 

"We want better poUoe potectiou, " 
•aid Jfanager Cndahy. "The men who 
want to work ace aasanited both going 
and coming from home.' We ought to 
hSTe at least 900 specials for s whUe un- 
til this ezdtement abates." 

A Frenchman, who was anxious to go 
back to woric. but was afkaid he would 
be assaulted it he did, rigged himself out 
in a norel way and passed through the 
picket lines \nthout being detected. He 
dressed himself in <^ne of his wife's 
gowns, and accompanied by her the 
pair walked into the plant without any 
questions being asked. The Frenchman 
is now at work, bilt lie does not go home 
in the evening. 

Anthony Franks, a man employed at 
Cudahy's, was pursw'd by strikers yes- 
terday evening and fired at five times. 

The executive committee of the 
strikers disclaim any knowledge of as- 
saults committed by the union men. 
They claim all the men who went out 
are given strict orders not to create any 
disturbance whatever. The committee 
haw chosen 15 citizens and will ask 
Mayor .lolinson to swear them in lus 
special iHilii^emen. Tlie committee a'..so 
petitioned the maj'or and cvjuncil not to 
employ any men as specials wJio do 
not liv(! in thf; city. 

The iiackers still claim that mauj 
more t>f tlieir old men want to go back 
to work, liut are afrai<l to do so fur fiMi 
they will b.> assaulted. 

The strikers claim none f>f the oV' 
men have gone back to work, but that 
on till' otlu r hand, several more of tlio 
nu n caiue out yesterday bcrau-e tiiey 
would not work for ijll.EiO a duy. The 
strikers appi'ar to be more bold than a*, 
first in their assertions. 

The butchers are especially positive of 
winning, and many of them declar' 
openly if they do not win the (ackers 
will regret it. 

There has been no acts of vloleure 
committed outside of scraps us yet. 
New men ore being put to work as they 
are needed and thie pookera say by the 
end of thor week they will be running a 
full force. 

The hog butohers lield a meetimr last 
night and agreed to stay out until the 
packers paid tk«m the scale snbmittbd 

them. 

Warrants have been issued for the ar- 
rest of C. S. Felsch, accused at the 
Hammond plant of destroying property, 
and Herman Thielke of destroying 
property at the same plant by throwing 
a stone through a window. 

Cases of intimidation !\re being re- 
ported fireqnently at bof^h' Omaha po- 
uoe headquarters and the chief's atten- 
tion has been called to several instanoss 
where men have gone to the homes of 
those who were at work aiid oomix lled 
their wives to go afti r their husbands 
and take them from their work, or if 
they would not do that tu sntt'er the 
con.se(iueiices. In all instances of this 
kind the men have been comiKdled to 
quit work. 

At nndinglit the cordon of strikers on 
duty during the day was relieved by a 
new force of men, and the gn.ird will 
continue all nigiit . When the pack'TS 
saw the strikers were determined to 
keep men constantly on hand to pre- 
vent intercourse lH't\\e»'n the city an'' 
the plants, they notified the municipal 
ttutlioritics and the slu'riff that more 
ofiicers were nectvssary 'o enable them 
to provision the men who repla<!i'd the 
strikers, and it was agreed that 300 
deputies should be sworn in. It is coii- 
cenert this will inflame the strikers, and 
it is expected troops will be ordered to 
the scene. 

ATTEMPT TO WRECK A TRAIN. 

It ObIj Vn wA a Failure by an Kuflneev^ 
Cktod JadfUMut. 

Elkhart, Ind., Aug. 8.— A bold at* 
tempt was made at Kessler's Siding, just 
before dayljreak, to hold up the Lako 
Shore express train which pa.s.seh this 
city at 1 :;iO. Ai» the train approiu'hed 
the station the switch was thrown, the 
engine striking a pile of ties* which had 
been thrown across the track. Engineer 
Bnntin saw that he could not stop in 
time and concluded to run the gantlet 
and the engine plowed through the 
ma.s8 of stones and ties without much 
injury. Just as the obstructions were 
reached there was a fusillade of shots 
from both sides of the track and wild 
yells to the engineer to halt. 

The robbexshad taken the pteoantion 
to connect the sidetraok vrith the main 
line at the end of the siding, and but 
for this the train would have been de- 
railed, and a firightful sacrifice of life 
would iiave been the inevitable result. 
The train carried |M,000 in gold, and it 
was the knowledge of this fact that 
prompted the bold attempt. This is the 
same train that was held at Kessler 
about a year ago. Had the train been 
stopped, it is not supposed that the rob- 
bers would have been successful, as the 
crew was heavily armed. The express- 
cars on this train are guarded by armed 
men.

Chicago, Aug. S.— Menry Russell, 

colored, yesterday afternoon murdered 
his \vife, ('arrie, by nutting her throat 
with J razor. Hp then ended his own 
life by sl.ishing his own throat. The 
M-ein' of the tragedy w.is r.i liie ■■)\iilding 
in the rear of tl South Slic.ii m >;treet. 
The couple lived on the vcniul Moor 
About 2 o'chx'k Kussell retunird to the 
hou.se and comnu'iicefl quari rhtig with 
his wife. In a short time the woman 
was hciVrd screaming and si veral men 
who went to her assistance were driven 
out l>y Rus.sell, who threatened tO kill 
them if they caiiU! back. 

The p<3lice at tlu' Lake street station 
were uotifled and Sergeant Kllwood and 
Officer O'Connell were seat t i the 
house. Before they arrived, Kussell 
had cut his wife's throat from ear to 
ear, and then taking up the dying 
woman in his arms, he bore her to the 
window, and hurled her out into the 
yard. Hi^ then stood at th;i \iindow 
with a bl(K)dy rasor in his hand and 
looked down upon the apparently dead 
form of his wife. 

Before any one could enter the housi; 
and seize him, the deq>erate man drew 
the bloody rasor across his own throat. 
The first gash did not seem to have any 
effect upon him and he again brouglit 
the rasor into play and slashed and 
hacked at himself until he fell dying to 
the floor. He expired in a short time. 
The woman died ^hile being taken to 
the hospit^. Russell had frequently 
threatened to kill his wife if she did not 
cease quan- 'ling with him.

polar expedition steamer Ragiiava!<l.jarl, 
gives, iu an iiiter\'iew, further details uf 
the adventures of the Wellman party. 
He says that the expedition reached 
Walden island on May 17, when the 
pack ice was becoming troublesome. 

Mr. Wellman and his party started 
north on sledges on May 24. On May 
m the screwing of the ice commenced iu 
real earnest. Near the steamer were 
icebergs which towered as high as the 
yardarms of the vessel's masts. While 
the crew were drinking their afternoon 
■otfee on that day the steamer was sud- 
denly ( rusheil by the ice as if it were a 
matchbox. Th< water rushed in with 
tiTTitic force, and in a few minutes the 
vessel was a iMiui)leti' wreck. 

The crew in the meaiitiiuk' bad .-s- 
r-ap»'d to the shore. The men liad ' . en 
OK:ui)ied for sevtral days pri'viou- in 
bringing provisions and the alunoiiain 
boats ashore. T''ey were now oliligtd 
to take shelter iU a great dog keiiuel 
until they were able to build a hut 
from the WTeckage of thr sti .in. : . 
Through a hole whii'h h.id lie^'u j.iadi,' 
in the .-i<le I if the wrecked Ves- 1 tlie 
party were euahied to save a iiu nitity 
of coal and other u-eful article-,. 

All express party was .sent after ^ir. 
Wellman and overtook him and his 
companion.-* at r>Iarten's isl.iiid, Mr. 
Wellman, Dodge and otic rs returned to 
Wahleu island and le ld a eoaiH-il. 
Captain Bottolf^'ii, Welifeld and a 
sailor voluntei rcd to go and seek for 
sealing vessi' is to the southward. .Mr. 
Wellman risumed his journey north- 
ward on May Dl, but Bottollsen and his 
party were mnible t(; start on their trip, 
owing to the heavy pack \vv, and were 
Still detained at the island on .Imut -ja 
when Sando, Iverson, Winship and 
Heyerdalil returned from Mr. W'ell- 
man, owing to lack of provisions aud to 
troubles in regiu-d to ice aud water, 
with ord»s and mails from Wellman, 
who had gone forward. 

On June 27 'Captain Bottolfseu and 
his party started southward in search of 
sealen, hauling beldud them a l:i-foot 
aluminum boot. They passed four ter- 
rible weeks of storm aud heavy suuw, 
sometimes hauling their boat, and sail, 
ing or rowing where there was open 
water. In this way they traveled 
miles along the Sjiitzbergen islands. 
Thi y were compelled to throw awar 
nearly all their extra clothes oud mnch 
uf their equipment, as the boat was 
overloaded. 

Their passage across Hculopeu strait 
was partictilany difficult and danger- 
ous. All of the party were wet to the 
skin, aud the cold being intense their 
sufferings were most .severe. Tin c il.l 
on the nights of July 10 and 1- wa.s 
simplv awful. In a lint at .Mosse; bay 
they found and repaired an old gig. On 
,luly i;i they tried to cross Wij(le bay, 
but were obliged to return owing I > the 
fog and ice. They made anotiier ^l.lrt 
ou the l.>th, but the ice proved too 
dense, and they were obliged to aban- 
don the gig and proceecl, hauling tho. 
aluminum bn.ii. 

Several Norw i gi.iii si'alers were -eei; 
east of the Norv,' i.^land, but they I'.iili'd 
tti resp<md to the jiarty's signals. At 
Norse bay they found Nurdeiisjold'a 
hut, where a provision dep<.>t Wiis maiii- 
tniued bj' a TioniMie skipper named Scj- 
eiazou. The oarty had to take their 
boats around Welcome I'oint. Ou .luly 
19, they were taken aboard the steamer 
Malygen, Captain Pedersen. Eyerdahl 
was landed at Danes islaud to join Pro- 
fessor Oyeu, who was well, tat Still de> 
Ciined to leave the island. 

Captain Bottof.seii st^ys that during 
the journey along the coast his party 
were able to shoot a few polar iMetura and 
reindeer. He says that Captain Peder- 
seu proved a splendid ice master. Bot- 
t<ilf'sen is high in his praise of uJominnm 
iKjats. The dogs ho had with him 
proved useleiis, becoming sore-footQd 
and had to Ix' shot. He says that SandO 
and his companions left Wellman on 
June 17, six niihis east of Cape Platen, 
on his wsy to Ribs island. AUhispar^r 
were well. He soys ft is proboUe Mwt 
the two mates, two ensineers, a slokor 
and oook who were mt atWaldsnid* 
and will be rescued by sealen as saon 
as the ioe and weather bsoomes f avora- 
ble enough for them to psooasd sost* 
ward. •

McArthuk, O.. Aug. 8.— H. Baldwin, 
an engineer, was fatally injured about 
a mile north of Creola op the (Jolombns, 
Hooking Vallev and ToMo roikoad. 
He was munuig on the soutkbouBd 
freight.

In ntnming ho 
met the train, which was running down 
grads. Baldwin attsmptoi to Jump, 
but his legs were caught between the 
tendor oud engine, bnoking both ouA 
inAotiag other injuries.
